The following report on the Annual 
convention of the Alberta Red Cross 
was delivered by Mrs. Jack Marshall 
at the March meeting of the Vulcan 
Red Cross and at the Good Deeds’ 
Women's Institute meeting , last 
Thursday. 

The 27th annual meeting of the Al¬ 
berta Division of the Canadian Red 
Cross Society was held in Calgary on 
Friday, Feb. 27 in the Palliser Hotel. 
Provincial officers and members of the 
executive council met in the morning. 
National chairman ol the Canadian 
Red Cross was present. 

The annual report was read by Hon. 
Secretary Coy. D. H. Tomlinson, also 
the financial report was given by Hon. 
Treasurer, Miss Mary Pinkham. Each 
member was given copies of these 
and they are here—perhaps Canon 
Winter will have them read. 

At this time Col. Tomlinson read a 
letter from the Red Deer branch in 
which they asked permission to honor 
an old and valued worker in their 
society by presenting her with the Re¬ 
ward for Service Medal. 

Any branch may do this (in special 
cases of course, as this medal is noi 
given out promiscuously—r-the matter 
must first be pass-id on at annual 
meeting or by Executive Board. Also 
10 years ol service at the least is re¬ 
quired before a person may receive 
this award. 

It was passed that the award be 
made and at the evening session, the 
little elderly lady was escorted up to 
the platform and Mr. Justice Goraoi, 
very graciously made the presentation 
and 1 am sure the recipient was a very 
proud person. She has served for about 
28 years, war time and peace time. 

At the morning session, Sir. Gordon 
spoke at some length on the fact and 
how it came about that we are to have 
a drive for funds in May. He explained 
that when he took over after the death 
of the former national chairman, Mr. 
Norman Sommerville, he immediately 
got to work on the matter. In the 
first place, the Red Cross Society was 
never at any time in world history, 
ever under the dominance of the gov¬ 
ernment and could not possibly func¬ 
tion that way. Anyway the govern 
ment was convinced and a decision 
was reached for the government to 
finance the War Services and the Can¬ 
adian lied Cross nave free reign to 
put on their drive for funds in May. 

A' luncheon was held at 12.30 for 
friends and delegates of Red Cross, 
some 200, availed themselves of this. 
Two musical numbers were enjoyed 
and at close of luncheon, members 
were given permission to ask ques¬ 
tions at the conclusion of a short talk 
by Hon. Mr. Justice Gordon. 

After luncheon, cars were provid¬ 
ed for those who cared to visit the 
Red Cross hospital, and the Red Cross 
work an.l supply rooms. 

In the lounge just outside the ball¬ 
room, a display of Red Cross work was 
ai ranged. Also a table of articles made 
by children at Junior Red Cross hos¬ 
pital, and anyone wishing to do so, 
could purchase these baskets, trays, 
cushion tops, etc. 1 might say here, 
that it was pointed out that there is 
great need to have improvements and 
an annex built to >he Red Cross hos¬ 
pital as so many crippled children are 
waiting patiently to be able to go 
there for treatment. A motion was 
passed at council meeting, authoriz¬ 
ing the executive to look into the m». 
ter, even though it is war time, it was 
felt that this is a great need that must 
be taken care of. 

Evening Session 

The evening session whs opened for¬ 
mally us did the morning sesion. 
Amongst those sitting on the plat¬ 
form , along with the Provincial Offi¬ 
cers, were Bishop Sherman, Mrs. E.G. 
Mason, convenor of work, and the Na¬ 
tional Chair, Hon. Mr. Justice Gordon. 

The reports, annual anil financial, 
were read and adopted. As everyone 
had a copy, it was decided not to take 
up time going into thefh. 

Mrs. K. G. Mason gave a report of 
the Women’s War W oik. She reported 
376 branches in Alberta. 13 more than 
last year. Her report is also written 
out but 1 thought T would mention a 
few items. I would like to emphasize 
v the fact that the people of this prov¬ 
ince have contributed to the Red Cross 
since outbreak of war the sum of $1.- 
010.565.64. Also that we have made 
and shipped overseas, 558,738 knitted 
comforts and hospital supplies: 17,920 
blankets and afghans. and 183,5537 
surgical dressings, as well as 53,000 
layettes and other infant articles. And 
16,902 supplies for women and girls, 
making a total of 1,201,453 articles. 
Cash donations to purchase blankets, 
amounted to $6,788.70, in* addition to 
7,143 new blankets and 65 used blan 
kets and 3,262 new quilts were receiv¬ 
ed and shipped overseas. 

The national appeal for jam for Bri¬ 
tain, resulted in 32,400 lbs. of jam and 


honey being shipped. Women’s Insti¬ 
tutes in the province contributed 300,- 
000 lbs. 

Aluminum salvage appeal resulted 
in 43,477 lbs. being collected and $11,- 
446.36 was received by Alberta Divis¬ 
ion toward purchase of mobile kitch¬ 
ens and $4,814.60 for the purchase of 
ambulances for the British Red Cross. 
12,890 articles of supplies were sent to 
Military and Air Force hospitals and 
145,000 pair of socks were sent to 
prisoners of war. 1,290 articles of 
hospital supplies for emergency pur¬ 
poses were sent to British Columbia 
when they organized for air raid pre¬ 
cautions and 726 turtle neck sweaters 
and 120 scarves were sent to Nova 
Ecotia for distribution to sailors, and 
3000 turtle neck sweaters were sent in 
one day from National Red Cross, to 
the navy. 

A blood donors’ service is being es¬ 
tablished in Edmonton. 100 donors per 
week is the number we are asked to 
provide. Great care must be taken in 
obtaining, this blood, processing and 
sterilizing and preparing it for ship¬ 
ment and if my figures are correct, 
since the outbreak of the war, $2,90(7- 
000 has been spent on this life saving 
work. 

The highlight of the evening was 
the address by the National Chafr- 
man of the Canadian Red Cross, Hon. 
Mr. Justice Gordon and I have tried to 
■ emember a few interesting facts. He 
told us something of how the shipment 
of supplies for overseas are handled. 
All Red Cross parcels to any place in 
the world are shipped free. A Mr. 
Melbourne has complete charge of all 
shipments and every time a ship sans, 
some available space is found for par¬ 
cels and so our Red Cross parcels are 
moving continually in small quanti¬ 
ties so in case of loss by sinking or 
bombing, we do not suffer so much 
loss. Ht- spoke on the subject of 
prisoners of war and the need of 
sending them parcels. 

If all countries obeyed what is call¬ 
ed a Detaining Power, that is a coun¬ 
try having prisoners of war are re¬ 
quired to give these prisoners the 
same rations as are being given their 
town troops. Germany has never full- 
filled her obligations and so the great 
need of food parcels. 

A noted food specialist, Dr. Dis-. 
dale was called in and the proper food 
was decided upon to contain the most 
c alories. A 11 lb. box containing 2,070 
calories sufficient for one week was 
decided upon and we have been send¬ 
ing 10,060 of these each week at a 
cost of $2.50 each. These are sent via 
Lisbon, and now Canada is being ask¬ 
ed to send 35,000 parcels a week. 5000 
of these to Australia and 2500 to New 
Zealand and when space is available 
10,000 will be sent. The cost of this 
service to the Red Cross is around 
$10,400,000 per year. Parcels have al¬ 
so been shipped to Polish prisoners 
and arrangements are being made to 
send parcels to Belgian, Czech ai <i 
Yugoslav prisoners. Because Japan 
was not a party to the convention held 
in Geneva in 1929, she cannot be com¬ 
pelled to give us the names of prison¬ 
ers, but has now agreed to transmit 
information on the basis of reciproc¬ 
ity and has established a bureau at 
Tokyo. Mr. Gordon also said that ar¬ 
rangements have been made with Aus¬ 
tralian Red ‘Cross so that as soon as 
names and location can be obtaine t, 
food can be sent to them in bulk. Mr. 
Gordon assured us that these parcels 
are being received as thousands of 
signatures have been verified, but 
whether the food may be taken away 
from them after acknowledgements 
are sent, they, as yet, have no way of 
knowing. 

He told of another service beirg 
rendered by the Red Cross. The next 
of kin can send a parcel once every 
three months. These parcels all muit 
be opened by the Red Cross and sony - 
times contain food that is banned an 1 
so must be taken out, and rather tha i 
have the boy to whom the parcel is 
going, be hurt by feeling neglected < r 
worried or that perhaps his mother 
couldn't afford to send more, the Re 1 
Cross comes to the rescue and all sue i 
parcels are built up to standai 1 
weight. The Red Cross also investi¬ 
gate all next of kin and if some boy 
has no one, or if his next of kin an; 
careless, well the Red Cross take ove . 

The Daqjpng of these boxes is dor." 1 
in Toronto and Montreal by voluntary 
workers. Food is all lined up beside i 
trolley ard as the boxes move along 
the boxes are filled by women workers 
who have it down to a real science. 
2,100 boxes are packed in one houi: 
and 11 tons of food are handled in th ■ 
hour. 

The Red Cross also have organize T 
a bureau to search foT missing peT 
ons. 3.500 people are doing this work 
8,000,000 inquiries have been received 
and 1,000,000 have been successful an ! 
friends were restored to each other. 
Mr. Gordon spoke \ery feelingly o 
the problem that the children hav 
made in the war. He said that 2,000. 
000 children had been moved fron 
their home to escape bombing am - 
half million had lost their .homes be 
cause of it. The wai has already 
made 300,000 orphans, some of thes< 
children* have been in air raids an< 
are terribly disfigured and maimei 
and are in Red Cross hospitals and th«

greatest care and kindness is being 
shown to them. The maimed and dis¬ 
figured are kept together and thus ev¬ 
ery effort is made to keep them happy. 

Appeals have been made across 
Canada for various things—jam, blan¬ 
kets, etc., and Mr. Gordon told of an¬ 
other. The bombing of hospitals has 
created a great shortage of surgical 
instruments and so an appeal was 
made to surgeons and doctors of Can¬ 
ada, and $200,000 worth of surgical 
instruments was collected. 

He spoke of the help sent to Russia 
in the way of relief; 2 tons of chloro¬ 
form; 2 tons of ethef and 2 tons 
ethel chloride. 

In all $200,000 was spent and he 
pointed rut that very soon now we will 
be called upon to send .help to China. 

The Red Cross have free transpor¬ 
tation for all supplies wherever sent 
and so 258 other organizations ship 
their reliel supplies through the Red 
Cross and this entails an enormous 
amount of work as every box or crate 
or parcel has to be opened for fear of 
sabotage. All organisations are 
striving to work in harmony. Mobile 
units and First Aid posts have been 
established on both coasts for all 
emergencies of war. 

Mr. Gordon stressed the need of ev¬ 
eryone being familiar with first aid, 
etc., and urged all where possible to 
take advantage of Red Cross nursing 
classes. And in closing he pointed out 
the great need for,each and 5very one 
of ns to rededicate ourselves to the 
service of the Red Cross as we must 
not fail such men as the heroes of 
Dunkirk who are in German prison 
camps. . r- 


There will be no public appeal for 
funds this year by the Canadian Leg¬ 
ion, the Knights of Columbus, The 
Salvation Army, the Y.M.C.A. or the 
Y.W.C.A. There will, however, be a 
national drive for funds by the Cana¬ 
dian Red Cross Society during the late 
spring of this year at a date to be an¬ 
nounced later. This public appeal for 
funds will be for the purpose of -en¬ 
abling the Canadian Red Cross So¬ 
ciety to discharge its functions as an 
instrument of mercy in war time. It 
is estimated that the amount of this 
appeal will be for more than $8,000,- 
000.

VULCAN SALVAGE COMMITTEE 
SHIPS CAR OF PAPER 

On Tuesday, March 10th, the Vulcan 
Salvage Committee shipped 31,000 tt>3. 
of salvage paper. 24,810 lbs. of this 
was gathered by the Vulcan commit¬ 
tee and the balance of 6,190 lbs. was 
put in the same car by the Champion 
committee. 

The paper situation still remains 
acute. Demand is running ahead of 
available supplies and no early easing 
of the paper-making fibre shortage 
seems imminent. This all adds up to 
the fact that we must all practice con¬ 
servation and salvage wherever pos¬ 
sible to stretch the available fibre over 
our war and business needs. 

Do you realize that if everyhome in 
Canada saved for salvage, one news¬ 
paper every week for one year, that 
these papers would provide enough 
fibre board for packing five million 
two-pounder shells for tanks. Paper 
like rubber, and rags, can be used over 
and over again. 

Owing to the lack of warehouse 
space the Vulcan committee will not 
be making any collections for two 
months, and we appeal to the house¬ 
holders ard business men, both in our 
town and district, to save all salvage 
until such times as storage is avail¬ 
able for it. Mr. William (Bill) Brown 
of Brown’s Garage has volunteered 
part of his new warehouse and expects 
to be able to make it available to us 
sometime in May to be used as a sal¬ 
vage depot. It is necessary for the 
committee to keep the warehouse neat 
and clean so we again ask your co¬ 
operation in packing and tying your 
bundles, the members of the commit¬ 
tee are willing workers, but it is un¬ 
fair to expect too much of them. 

In the city of Winnipeg there are 
1700 voluntary workers behind the 
Winnipeg Salvage Corps. During the 
month of December they interviewed 
business people and householders to 
donate salvage. They drove trucks to 
collectYhe salvage; they sorted it and 
sold it, and it amounted to 600,000 lbs. 
or 3 tons. 

The people of Vulcan are doing very 
well, the salvage is increasing, the 
bundles are tied better. There are 
still, however, a few who are not do¬ 
ing their part. We want 100% co-op¬ 
eration in this work. One Vulcan busi¬ 
ness man saved 1500 lbs. of paper and 
cardboard in three months. Some 
others have saved large quantities and 
yet there are several who have no>t 
saved any. The town and district of 
Vulcan should be able to ship a car¬ 
load of salvage paper every two 
months. We sometimes hear people 
say that ii is not worth while, that we 
do not get enough for the paper to 
make the campaign encouraging. But 
what we get for the paper should be 
a second consideration. Our first 
thought should be to see that ffie ma¬ 
terial is gathered and shipped to tne 
point where it is mo3t needed. Save 
paper, rubber, rags, bones, grease, 
bottle, copper, brass, aluminum, iron 
and steel. 

These articles must be Kept separ¬ 
ate, tie papers in one parcel, maga¬ 
zines in another, rags in another. Put 
bones in a box or a paper bag, grease 
in a tin can. The rubber and metals 
can be sorted at the warehouse.

Fred T. Graham was elected Reeve 
and Win. Munro was chosen Deputy- 
Reeve for the ensuing six months. D.I). 
McQueen was ri-elected Secretary treas. 
at the same salary. The present auditors 
were re-engaged. Meetings were arrang¬ 
ed for the second Tuesday of each month 
to start at 1.30 p.m. 

It was decided to continue the free 
distribution of strychnine U-t the poison- 
iag of gophers. Atrangeuienls were made 
to purchase a car of No. 1 Coast fir 
culvert lumber, from the Vulcan Co-op. 

An act was passed to provide for 
consolidation and payinrnt of install- 
menta of certain local taxes, and a sched¬ 
ule for diacounts for early payment of 
1942 taxes was passed. 

At a special meeting of the same 
council on March 16th, mill rates were 
decided upon. For most -ratepayers oj 
the Royal Municipality the new rates 
provide a reudctlon of 1 4 mills. To a few 
those in the High River hospital district 
• saving of two mills is recorded. The 
reductiea will not mean any curtailment 
of services. The appropriation for road 
work remains at about the same figure 
as follows:- (last years figured aplear in 
brackets).

VULCAN BOY IN RAID ON ESSEN 
PLANTS 

A Vulcan boy, Sgt. Fred Y. Craig 
of the R.C-A.F., son of Mr. and Mrs. 
0. A. Oraig of Vulcan, took part in re¬ 
cent daring raids on the industrial 
centre of Essen, in Germany, accord¬ 
ing to a communique issued at London, 
England. An account of the raids fol¬ 
lows: 

Great fires visible 100 miles away" 
were started by British bombers dur¬ 
ing Monday night’s attack, March 9th, 
on the German industrial centre of 
Essen, Canadian bomber pilots report¬ 
ed. 

Describing the extensive havoc 
Caused during the second raid on the 
armaments centre iu as many nights, 
Sqdn. Ldr. Johnny Faquier, Ottawa, 
commander of a Canadian Wellington 
bomber squadron, said three huge or¬ 
ange-colored-fires were raging when 
he reached the target. There were 
numerous smaller ones. 

“They were the biggest fires I have 
seen on any of my trips” said Fau¬ 
quier, -veteran of many raids who has 
succeeded Wing Comdr. Royd Fenwick 
Wilson, Rock Creek, B.C., as squadron 
commander. “There was thick, black 
“oily smoke coming up.” 

“It made the 24th of May look very 
ordinary,” was the description stocky 
Sgt.-Gunner E. N. Jefferies, Montreal, 
gave the show. Sgt. F. Y. Craig, Vul¬ 
can, Alta., and PO F. A. G. Gerty, Ab¬ 
botsford, B.C., agreed it was “a hon¬ 
ey.” 

Three British bombers were report¬ 
ed missing front operations which in¬ 
cluded attacks on other objectives in 
the war-important Ruhr valley. 

An intensification of daylight air 
operations was seen in the announce¬ 
ment six German fighter planes were 
shot down over Northern France Mon¬ 
day. Five were credited to R.A.F. 
fighters and the other to a British 
bomber.

Trade Board are that retail merchants 
must package sugar in quantities to 
meet the ration allowance of custo¬ 
mers, not merely in 2 pound, 6 pound 
or 10 pound bags. If necessary, larg¬ 
er packages must be broken to meet 
the allowance of \ pounds'per week 
per member of the family. It is un¬ 
derstood a two weeks’ ration is allow¬ 
ed at one time, and more for those out 
in the country accustomed to periodic 
buying provisions. 

Originally vegetables were exempt 
from price ceilings, but a ceiling has 
been declared on potatoes, and either 
wholesale or retail they must not ex¬ 
ceed the top price charged by each 
dealer during the week of Feb. 7, 1942. 
A ceiling was placed on onions in 
Januaiy, and the ceiling on potatoes is 
due to recent price rises at some 
points. 

All merchants and business men 
must have a license from the Wartime 
Prices and Trade Board, Williamson 
Building, Edmonton. Unless they 
have such a license by March 31, they 
cannot legally transact business. Ap¬ 
plication forms are obtainable at any 
post office.

Category “BX” is employees of fly¬ 
ing schools under B.C.A.T. plan, and 
employees of industrial plants, if such 
are not served adequately by other 
transportation. 

Category “C” includes more of the 
“B<X” category, also urban travellers, 
gov’t officials on gov’t business; news¬ 
paper reporters, physicians, Christian 
Science practitioners, drugless heal¬ 
ers, rural undertakers and veterinar¬ 
ians, incapacitated individuals requir¬ 
ing car for normal business. The 
maximum allowed is 168 units for 
Class 1 car, 188 for Class 2, and 216 
for Class 3. 

Category D includes govt auditors 
and inspectors driving their own cars 
on gov’t business; officers, secretaries 
and nurses of Red Cross and organiza¬ 
tions that are members of Canadian 
welfare. They get 280 units for Class 
1; 312 for Class 2, and 356 for Class 3. 

Category E includes rural commer¬ 
cial travellers, mail delivery contrac¬ 
tors and certain official cars which 
give them 388 units for, Class 1, 436 
for Class 2, 500 for Clas§ 3. 

Category ‘‘Commercial'’ includes 
trucks, and farm trucks, truck trac¬ 
tors, ambulances, buses, taxi cabs, ve¬ 
hicles operated by Companies operat¬ 
ing B.C.A.T. flying schools, official 
gov’t vehicles, including municipal. 
Two ration books of 64 coupons each 
will be issued to each vehicle in this 
category, and purchases are permit¬ 
ted to the extent that units can be 
spared. Proof of necessity is required 
from all applicants in special category- 
rating. Certified applications will 
carry facts showing necessity. 

The Alberta Regional Control office 
is W. J. Dick, Williamson Block. Ed¬ 
monton. Only applications for regis¬ 
tration in special categories 1 B, BX, 
C, D, E and Commercial) are sent to 
this office. 

Instructions 

Application forms are obtainable at 
any post office. Before application is 
given consideration, the applicant 
must have 1942 license plates for the 
vehicle for which application is made. 

In applying for special categories 
the applicant must first send his filled 
in form to the regional control office. 
When this is return-xl, the application 
must be presented to the issuer of mo¬ 
tor licenses and required registration 
fee. 

In asking for special categories, the 
applicant must declare his actual 1941 
mileage with full facts on the purpose 
for use and how long it has been used 
for that purpose. 

Applications for registration in 
Category A are sent or given direct to 
the issuer of motor licences in the dis¬ 
trict or province.

Why Flax Will Be 
A Profitable Crop 


(B. H. G. Strange, Searle Grain) 

The Japanese conquests in. the Paci¬ 
fic have almost completely cut off our 
vital supplies of fats and oils that are 
equired for making paints, varnishes 
linoleums, soaps and particularly gly¬ 
cerine which is an essential base of 
light explosives used for war pur¬ 
poses. 

These oils and glycerines have been 
.r.ade in the past from cocoanuts, tung 
the castor oil plant, palm kernels and 
soy beans, imported from China, Jap¬ 
an, and the Islands of the Pacific. 

It is found that linseed oil from the 
f$ax plant as grown in Canada will 
take the place of most of these im¬ 
ported oils and glycerines. It is most 
vitally urgent, therefore, for our pur-' 
>oses, that the flax acreage of Canaua 
should be increased. To ehcourage 
our western prairie fanners to do this 
the price of flax has been set at a 
good ^high price. $2.25 a bushel for 
No. 1 C.W. flax basis Fort William. 
This is almost three times the new 
proposed price of wheat at the aver-

A very interesting U.F.A. meeting 
was held at the Alston hall on Tues¬ 
day, March 10th. About forty men 
were present. The man who brought 
the message on farm power waa G. X. 
Denike of the Swift Current Experi¬ 
mental Station. He stated that all 
western larmers have been wasting 
money. The piling up of machinery, 
the changing from horsepower (act¬ 
ual) to power machinery, has resulted 
in an.outlay almost four times as 
great as required. He had solutions 
to otfer and outlined plans for eco¬ 
nomic and co-operative use of imple¬ 
ments. 

A few more points Mr. Denike-haa 
to offer were: The majority of, farm 
tractors art traded in before they have 
passed half their normal life span of 
twenty years, this being based on 10,- 
OOWTiours of ordinary use at 500 hours 
eabh season. 

Western Canada has sufficient bin¬ 
der \nd combine equipment available 
and lusabla to cut 70,000,000 acres. In 
1940 there was a grand total of 40,- 
200,000 acres cut in the three western 
provinces. 

Even in the harvesting machinery 
field the western provinces are practi¬ 
cally 100% over-equipped. These few 
instances were on the assumption of 
"normal” farm use, which is not ex¬ 
actly the best care in the world. 

Actually, however, and this is 
mighty important in wartime, farm 
machinery if properly looked after, 
will practically never “wear” out. 

As extensive surveys have proved, 
only 25% of parts do actually wear 
beyond use, even under the treatment 
given them. 

Were they carefully adjusted, kept 
oiled and greased when put away for 
winter (not left standing in snow¬ 
banks) to prevent corrosion, imple¬ 
ment company bonds, even in the best 
years would not be overly attractive.
